RULES. 

( Adopted  at  a  Meeting  of  Subscribers ,  19th  January ,  1932). 

1.  Name. — The  Institution  shall  be  called  The  Victoria  Hospital, 

Lichfield  (formerly  known  as  the  Lichfield  Victoria  Cottage  Hospital). 

2.  Objects. — The  objects  of  the  Institution  shall  be  the  provision  of  : 

(1)  A  Hospital  for  the  temporary  reception  of  persons  who  may  meet 
with  accidents  or  other  injuries,  or  may  be  seized  with  acute  or 
dangerous  illness  of  a  non-infectious  character,  in  the  City  of  Lichfield 
or  the  immediate  neighbourhood  thereof,  and  for  the  medical  or 
surgical  treatment  and  relief  of  such  persons  until  such  time  as  they 
may  safely  be  removed  to  their  own  houses  or  to  other  suitable  accommo¬ 
dation  provided  for  their  reception. 

(2)  A  residence  or  Home  for  a  nurse  or  nurses  for  the  treatment  and  relief 
in  sickness  of  poor  persons  living  in  the  City  of  Lichfield  or  within  a 
radius  of  two  miles  from  Lichfield  Cathedral. 

(3)  An  invalid’s  kitchen  for  the  supply  of  nourishment,  gratuitously  or 
otherwise,  to  the  sick  poor  within  the  radius  aforesaid  :  and 

(4)  Arrangements  for  carrying  out  such  other  purposes  connected  with 
the  relief  of  the  sick  poor  of  the  said  City  and  the  neighbourhood 
thereof  as  the  General  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

3.  Trustees.— The  property  of  the  Institution  is  vested  in  Trustees,  of  whom 

there  shall  never  be  more  than  five  nor  less  than  three.  The  power  of 
appointing  new  Trustees  is  vested  in  the  General  Committee. 

4.  A  President  of  the  Institution  shall  be  elected  annually. 

0.  The  General  Committee  shall  be  appointed  as  provided  for  in  the  Trust  Deed 
regulating  the  Institution,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  the  Executive 
Committee  referred  to  in  Rule  6  hereof,  and  which  Executive  Committee 
shall  have  full  control  over  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  General  Committee  shall  consist  of  : 

(1)  Ex-officio  Members,  viz.  : — 

The  Mayor  of  Lichfield. 

The  Sheriff  of  Lichfield. 

The  two  next  immediately  preceding  holders  of  the  office  of  Mayor. 
The  Incumbents  of  the  Parish  Churches  within  the  City  of  Lichfield. 
The  qualified  Medical  Practitioners  residing  and  actually  practising 
their  profession  in  the  City  of  Lichfield. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Institution. 

One  appointed  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Lichfield. 

Two  appointed  by  the  Free  Churches  having  Places  of  Worship 
in  the  City  of  Lichfield. 

One  appointed  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  the  City  of  Lichfield. 
Two  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Lichfield  Municipal  Charities 
(with  which  is  incorporated  Wakefield’s  Charity). 

One  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  Lowe’s  Charity. 

One  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Lichfield  Conduit  Lands  Trust. 
One  appointed  jointly  by  the  Friendly  Societies  having  Lodges  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  City  of  Lichfield. 

(2)  Ordinary  Members  (whose  numbers  shall  not  exceed  the  ex-officio 
Members)  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  Annually  by  Ballot. 

(3)  Representative  Members.  Any  Firm  or  Organisation  subscribing 
either  through  its  employers,  employees  or  Members,  shall  have  the 
right  to  appoint  a  Representative  Member  on  the  General  Committee, 
and  any  firm  or  organization  subscribing  £10  and  upwards  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint  two  representatives.  No  person,  other  tiian  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee  or  a  person  appointed  to  represent 
a  Society  or  Body  contributing  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  Funds  of 
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the  Institution,  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  General  Committee 
unless  such  person  be  an  annual  subscriber  to  the  Funds  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  of  £1  at  least. 

6.  Executive  Committee. — The  General  Committee  shall  appoint  annually  by 

ballot  the  Executive  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  General  Committee  and  not  more  than  eighteen  elected  members 
(of  whom  not  more  than  four  shall  be  ladies).  They  shall  elect  their  own 
Chairman.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report 
and  Statement  of  Accounts,  and  bring  the  same  before  the  General 
Committee.  They  shall,  subject  to  the  General  Committee,  control  the 
Institution,  and  five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

7.  Sub-Committees. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  the  following 

Sub-Committees : — (a)  Finance,  (b)  House,  (c)  Estates,  and  such  other 
Sub-Committees  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary.  Each 
Sub-Committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  no  Sub- 
Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  expend  a  sum  exceeding  £5  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  except  in  case  of  extreme  emer¬ 
gency.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  co-opt  on  to  any 
Sub-Committee  persons  who  are  not  members  of  their  own  Committee,  but 
who  appear  to  have  special  qualifications  to  assist.  The  Medical  Staff 
attached  to  the  Hospital  shall  form  a  Medical  Committee,  who  shall 
report  from  time  to  time  their  proceedings  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  determine  the  duties  to 
be  allotted  to  the  respective  Sub-Committees.  Each  Sub-Committee  shall 
elect  its  own  Chairman.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  Sub-Committees. 

8.  Secretary. — The  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  and  be  under  the  direction 

of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  summon  and  attend  all  meetings 
connected  with  the  Institution,  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  keep  the 
accounts  of  the  Institution  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
allotted  to  him. 

9.  Treasurer. — The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time  appoint  a  Treasurer, 

and  determine  the  duties  of  the  office. 

10.  Meetings  of  General  Committee. — The  General  Committee  shall  meet  as 

soon  as  may  be  after  the  end  of  the  financial  year  (31st  December)  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  Chairman  and  receiving  from  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  a  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts,  and  they  shall  also  meet 
immediately  after  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  subscribers.  They 
may  also  be  specially  convened  at  the  instance  of  the  Executive  Committee 
or  on  a  requisition  to  the  Chairman  signed  by  six  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  or  six  Subscribers.  Eleven  shall  form  a  quorum. 

11.  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers. —The  Annual  General  Meeting 

of  all  subscribers  shall  be  held  early  in  each  year.  It  shall  be  convened 
by  the  Secretary,  and  at  least  7  days’  notice  shall  be  given.  At  such 
meeting  the  following  business  shall  be  transacted  :  — 

(1)  The  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  previous  year  ended  ' 

31st  December  shall  be  presented. 

(2)  Election  of  President. 

(3)  Election  of  ordinary  Members  of  the  General  Committee. 

(4)  Appointment  of  Auditor  or  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

12.  Special  General  Meeting. — A  Special  General  Meeting  of  subscribers  shall 

be  convened  by  the  Secretary,  to  be  held  within  14  days  of  the  receipt  by 
him  of  a  requisition  in  writing,  signed  by  six  annual  subscribers  of  not  less 
than  10/-  each.  Such  requisition  shall  specify  the  nature  of  the  business, 
and  only  the  business  so  specified  shall  be  transacted  at  such  special 
meeting. 

13.  The  Quorum  for  all  General  Meetings  of  subscribers  shall  be  twelve. 


14.  New  Rules. — These  rules  shall  not  be  altered  or  varied  except  at  an  Annual 
or  Special  General  Meeting-  of  the  subscribers,  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  subscribers  present  and  voting-  on  the  question. 

In  the  case  of  the  Annual  General  Meeting-,  14  days’  notice  in  writing- of 
the  proposed  alteration  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary.  In  the  case  of  a 
Special  General  Meeting-  the  proposed  alteration  shall  be  specified  as  in 
Rule  12.

Victoria  Hospital,  Lichfield. 

1.  — The  Victoria  Hospital,  Lichfield  is  not  intended  to  take  the  place 
of  the  Union  Infirmary. 

2.  — No  persons  in  receipt  of  Parish  Relief,  or  who  are  attended  by  the  Parish 
Medical  Officer  on  a  note  from  the  Relieving  Officer,  are  eligible  for  admission 
to  the  Hospital.  Preference  will  be  given  to  th‘ose  persons  who,  by  becoming 
members  of  a  Club  or  of  a  Provident  Dispensary,  or  the  Birmingham  Hospitals 
Contributory  Scheme,  have  made  an  effort  to  provide  for  illness. 

3.  — Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Hospital,  oilier  than  members  of  the 
Birmingham  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme,  who  must  obtain  a  Voucher  from 
their  Collector,  must  obtain  a  letter  of  Recommendation  from  a  Subscriber  of 
10/-  or  upwards  (containing  a  guarantee  of  a  weekly  payment  to  be  determined 
by  the  Executive  Committee),  and  such  application  must  be  approved  by  a 
Medical  Man,  and  signed  by  the  Secretary,  before  the  applicant  can  be  received 
as  a  patient.  Military  Patients  and  Persons  who  are  in  a  position  to  contribute 
towards  their  maintenance  and  medical  attendance  may  be  admitted  to  the 
General  Wards  without  a  Letter  of  Recommendation,  but  on  special  terms  to 
be  approved  by  the  House  Committee  in  each  case.  All  payments  shall  be 
made  weekly,  in  advance,  and  no  patient  can  be  admitted  otherwise,  unless  in 
emergencies  and  in  the  case  of  employees  whose  collective  subscriptions  are 
given  to  the  Institution  from  the  works  where  they  are  employed. 

4.  — Letters  of  Recommendation,  at  the  rate  of  one  for  every  10/-  subscribed 
will  be  issued  to  private  individuals,  Churches,  or  Religious  Congregations,  Firms 
or  Workpeople;  such  Letters  of  Recommendation  to  be  available  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  one  wreek  within  the  year  of  issue. 

In  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  patients  may  be  admitted  without  a 
recommendation,  provided  one  is  obtained  within  three  days  after  admission 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  right  of  discharging  for  treatment 
elsewhere,  cases  they  do  not  consider  to  be  within  the  scope  of  their  Buies.  No 
mental,  chronic,  or  infectious  cases  can  be  received. 


Subscriptions. 

5. — Subscriptions  will  be  considered  due  as  from  the  1st  January  in  each  year. 


Dental  Department. 

6.— Patients  are  treated  at  the  Hospital  every  Wednesday  evening  between  the 
hours  of  6  and  7  o’clock.  Those  who  can  afford  it  are  expected  to  make  a  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution. 
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District  Nurse. 

7.  —All  visits  from  the  Nurse  are  entirely  free,  except  in  cases  where  the 
Executive  Committee  consider  a  charge  should  be  made. 

8.  — Any  poor  sick  person  in  the  City  can  have  the  services  of  the  Nurse,  but 
only  on  the  request  of  his  or  her  Medical  Attendant,  except  in  cases  of  emergency 

9.  — The  Nurse  cannot  take  sole  charge  of  any  patient,  nor  can  she  undertake 
infectious  or  maternity  cases  or  night  duty. 

10.  — The  Nurse  acts  under  the  Doctor’s  orders,  and  she  must  take  care  that 
these  are  strictly  adhered  to  by  the  patients  and  their  friends. 

11.  — The  Patient’s  friends  are  earnestly  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  Nurse 
in  securing  the  personal  cleanliness  of  her  patients,  and  in  seeing  that  the  room 
and  utensils  of  each  patient  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  order.  If  such  assistance 
is  not  given,  the  services  of  the  Nurse  may  be  withdrawn. 


Out-Patients. 

12. — Persons  who  may  come  to  the  Hospital  as  Out-Patients  are  : — 

1.  Those  requiring  First  Aid. 

2.  In-Patients  discharged  convalescent. 

3.  Any  other  case  recommended  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

4.  Members  of  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme. 


Invalids’  Kitchen. 

13. — This  is  intended  for  the  service  of  the  sick  poor  of  Lichfield. 

Sick  comforts  can  be  supplied  to  the  poor  by  order.  Printed  order  forms  can 
be  purchased  at  the  Hospital  at  a  small  cost. 


Private  Wards. 

14.  — These  are  available  at  rates  to  be  determined  by  the  House  Committee. 

15.  — The  charge  for  use  of  the  Operating  Theatre  shall  be  determined  by  the 
same  Committee. 


Rules  for  In-Patients. 

Patients  who  come  to  the  Hospital  must  be  provided  with  change  of  linen. 

Patients  must  not  be  provided  with  any  food  or  drink  from  outside,  except 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

Patients  must  conform  to  the  Rules  of  the  Institution,  and  obey  the  direction 
of  the  Matron  and  Medical  Officers.  Any  Patient  refusing  such  obedience  will 
be  liable  to  be  dismissed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  cost  of  the  removal,  when  necessary,  of  a  Patient  to  his  or  her  home  or 
to  another  Institution  for  treatment,  cannot  be  defrayed  by  this  Institution. 

In  the  event  of  death,  funeral  expenses  must  be  defrayed  by  the  relatives  or 
friends  of  the  deceased  person. 

The  Hospital  is  open  to  friends  of  Patients  on  Sundays  and  Fridays,  from  2 
to  4  p.m.,  not  more  than  two  persons  being  allowed  at  the  same  time  to  visit  any 
patient.  In  cases  of  emergency  friends  may  be  admitted  at  any  time  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Matron.

To  the  General  Committee  and  Subscribers 
of  the  Victoria  Hospital ,  Lichfield. 

The  Executive  Committee  begs  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1938 — 
the  fifth  complete  year  in  the  new  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  In-patients  was  492,  against  479  last  year  and 
487  in  1936. 

The  number  of  days  in  hospital  was  7571,  making  an  average  of 
a  little  over  15  days. 

The  number  of  Medical  cases  was  127  (128  and  105  in  the  two 
previous  years). 

94  Accidents  (against  72,  72,  70  and  64  in  four  previous  years), 
31  were  fractures,  10  burns  and  scalds). 

379  Operations  were  performed  under  a  general  anaesthetic  (372 
last  year,  390  in  1936);  of  these  112  were  major  operations, 
201  minor,  66  tonsil  and  adenoid.  63  Operations  under  local 
anaesthetic. 

45  Dental  cases  were  admitted. 

76  Patients  occupied  Private  Wards. 

8  Maternity  cases  were  admitted. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department — 

1062  patients  made  3262  attendances,  against  1070  and  4336 
attendances  last  year. 

47  Dental  out-patients  were  dealt  with.

We  have  again  to  express  our  most  sincere  thanks  for  all  that 
we  receive  from  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Contributory  Association, 
and  with  this  couple  the  officials  and  voluntary  collectors  :  that  our 
financial  position  is  what  it  is,  we  are  well  aware  is  largely  due  to 
this  Association.  As  evidence  of  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  the  local  collectors,  a  Social  for  the  same  was  suggested  and 
carried  out  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Regarding  our  “Aims  for  the  Future,”  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able 
to  record  that  as  far  as  the  Maternity  Block  is  concerned  an  appeal 
has  been  launched  ;  plans  have  been  submitted  and  approved  ;  the 
Fund  already  amounts  to  ,£5850/6/4.  Costs,  unfortunately,  may 
have  to  be  considerably  increased  as  a  result  of  the  structural  and 
other  precautions  against  Air  Raid  Risks  in  Hospitals,  deemed 
necessary  according  to  memoranda  lately  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Two  names  already  are  to  be  associated  with  the  new 
Block,  namely,  those  of  the  late  Mrs.  Swinfen  Broun,  and  the  late 
Alderman  Thomas  Andrews.  No  names  could  give  us  greater  pleasure 
to  associate  with  the  Maternity  Block  than  those  of  these  old  bene¬ 
factors  of  the  Hospital.  Donations  appear  to  be  coming  in  somewhat 
slowly,  but,  that  they  will  begin  to  flow  more  freely  when  the  walls 
begin  to  grow,  is  our  constant  hope  and  prayer. 

An  A.R.P.  Sub-Committee  has  been  formed.  An  alternative 
light — Iveep-a-Lite  set  —  has  been  installed,  the  cost  to  be  borne  in 
1959. 

All  Hospitals — ours  is  no  exception — possess  a  capacious  maw 
which  it  is  needful  to  fill  to  maintain  adequate  nutrition — rumour  has 
it,  that  in  these  days  to  conserve  and  maintain  the  requisite  nursing 
staff,  salaries  must  be  raised  and  working  hours  reduced  to  the  present- 
day  level.  To  do  this  the  voluntary  Hospital  has  to  look  to  the 
generosity  of  the  subscriber,  we  cannot  have  too  many  of  these  or 
the  “good  thing”  required. 
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We  here  and  now  beg-  to  thank  most  heartily  all  those  kind 
friends  who  opened  their  gardens  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital  ;  the 
Cathedral  Chapter,  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  the  City  for  their

Consulting  Staff;  the  Medical,  Surgical  and  Dental  Staff;  the  Matron 
and  Nursing  Staff;  Mr.  Alec  Thorpe,  F.R.H.S.,  for  much  assistance 
with  the  garden;  our  gardener,  whose  zeal  and  general  helpfulness 
is  our  delight;  likewise  our  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  Webb.
